The discussion will probably continue so 
long as the newspapers have nothing more important to print, and a great 
many subtle arguments will be used where, in our opinion, there is no need 
for them. Our troops in the field are enduring considerable hardship. 
Some of it is perhaps due to their discovery that army field-service is not 
a series of lawn fetes; and some of it is unquestionably due to mismanags 
ment in the forwarding of supplies. But the largest fact in the situation 


that a peaceful nation can not be put on a war-footing over night, and that

hardship due to our lack of experience in this line must be counted upon 
At the same time there is no reason in the world why the actual condition 
of troops in the field should at any time be concealed. If we were a blood- 
less nation, like our adversary, we might be shy of such exposures. But, as 
it is, if any of our troops are poorly eared for, it is due not to a lack of 
resources but to a lack of experience; and the sooner it is known, the 
sooner it can be remedied.
